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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 42-47 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 42-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Lam et 
al (US Patent No. 5,706,036). 

In considering claim 42, Lam et al discloses all the claimed subject matter, note 
1 ) the claimed counting a number of pixels or lines is met by the counter 110 (Figs. 1 
and 5, col. 2, line 51 to col. 3, line 37), 2) the claimed determining that the polarity of the 
sync pulse is the same as a previously determined polarity, if the sync pulse is detected 
before the counted number of pixels or lines is equivalent to a certain value is met by 
the polarity detector 1 15 which determining the polarity of the input pulse is substantially 
similar 515 to the polarity of a previous pulse (Fig. 5, col. 4, lines 15-56), and 3) the 
claimed determining that the polarity of the sync pulse is the opposite of the previously 
determined polarity, if the counted number of pixels or lines is equivalent to a certain 
value is met by is met by the polarity detector 1 1 5 which determining the polarity of the 
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input pulse is substantially similar 515 to the polarity of a previous pulse (Fig. 5, col. 4, 
line 15 to col. 5, line 49). 

In considering claim 43, the claimed wherein counting a number of pixels 
comprises: loading a counter with the certain value, and decrementing contents of the 
counter is met by the counter 110 which counts each pulse received from the validator 
105 to a predetermined number (Figs. 1 and 5, col. 2, line 51 to col. 3, line 37). 

In considering claim 44, the claimed further comprising: determining a certain 
number, wherein determining the certain number further comprises: detecting a first 
pulse edge; and incrementing contents of the counter until detecting a second pulse 
edge is met by the validator 105 (Figs. 1 and 5, col. 2, line 38 to col. 3, line 37). 

Claims 45-47 are rejected for the same as discussed in claims 42-44, 
respectively.
